6. ‘To see if the town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for white pine blister rust control. 

7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate twenty-five dollars for the Lisbon district nursing 
association. 
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8 To see what action the town will take towards 
fixing the compensation of the tax collector. 

9. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to buy a two-horse grader, and raise and ap- © 
propriate necessary money for the same. 

10. To see if the town will vote to allow two percent. 
discount on taxes paid before July 5th. 

11. To see if‘the town will authorize the selectmen 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

12. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the observance of Memorial 
day. 

13. To hearthe reports of agents, auditors, commit- 
tees or officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote 
relative thereto.
